WASHINGTON, July 28.—Senate 
opponents of the original Rooseveit 
court bill said today a proposal by 
Senator Minton (Dem.), Indiana, to 


expand the newly-written lower 
court reorganization bill threatened 
a contest which might prolong the 
congressional session. 

Minton repeated his determina- 
tion to ask the Senate to amend 
the substitute court bill to require 
two-thirds decisions by the Supreme 
Court to invalidate acts of Con- 


gress. 

Soon after Minton had spoken it 
became known that President 
Roosevelt had summoned Senate 
and House Democratic leaders to 
the White House for a late after- 
_ noon conference to discuss the leg- 
islative program. 

Those asked to talk with the 
President were Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky, new Senate .majority 
leader; Speaker Bankhead and Rep- 
resentative Rayburn of Texas, the 
House floor chieftain. 

Wheeler’s Opposition. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, leader of the faction which 
farced elimination of the Supreme 
Court phases of the Roosevelt court 
bill, announced his opposition to 
the Minton move and said it would 
be “a violation of our understand- 
ing” with Vice-President Garner 
and other administration spokes- 
men. 

Wheeler referred to the agree 
ment under which the Roosevelt 
bill was dropped last wek and the 
Judiciary Committee ordered to 
draft a substitute dealing only with 
the lower courts. “It will ‘jprobably 
start the fight all over again and 
we thought we had settled it,” 
Wheeler said. 

Under the agreement to which he 
referred, the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee was ready today to submit 
the redrafted court bill to the Sen- 


ate. 
Aim of Administration. 

Administration leaders are fight- 
ing to hold Congress in session long 
enough to pass what they consider 
the vital parts of the Roosevelt 
legislative program. They realize 
that, once the court bill is disposed 
of, it will be hard to hold Congress 
here much longer. 

Minton explained he would pre- 
sent his amendment “entirely on 
my own hook,” without any prom- 
ise of support from administration 
leaders. 

Completion of the substitute court 
bill added to the pressure from 
many members for a quick wind-up 
of the session at least by Aug. 14. 

In an effort to compromise the 
demands for further legislation on 
the one hand and for early ad- 
journment on the other, Barkley 
threatened to lengthen the daily 
Senate sessions. 

He hinted that if the wage and 
hour bill were not passed today, he 
would call the Senate into session 
at 11 a. m. tomorrow instead of 
the customary noon. He already 
has been holding the sessions later 
in the afternoon than usual. 

No Word About Date. 

Administration efforts for the 
present were directed toward pass- 
ing the court bill and the wage- 
hour legislation. Leaders were 
making no commitments on an ad- 
journment date or on the extent 
of the clean-up program. 

The new court bill was about to 
reach the Senate after unanimous 
approval by the same Judiciary 
Committee which condemned the 
original Roosevelt bill.

Report Bridge Destroyed. 

Against Chinese reports that an 
important railroad bridge was 
blown up at Yangtsun, on the Tient- 
sin-Peiping line, Japanese said they 
were occupying the station. 

The battle—actually numerous 
isolated engagements—was fought 
over a wide area. The Japanese 
were attempting to encircle the 
city and clashed with units of Chi- 
nese at Tungchow, 12 miles to the 
east, Hsuiyan to the north and 
Wanpinghsien, a western suburb.

China ‘Accepts Issue of Battle,”’ 
Fighting “Will Be on Major Scale”’ 


“No Longer Any Hesitation in Policy,” Says 
Nanking Foreign Office, Announcing 
Successes Near Peiping.

NANKING, July 28. — A high of- 
ficial of the Chinese Foreign Of- 
fice declared today that all efforts 
to maintain peace with Japan had 
been exhausted d “we accept the 
issue of battle.” 

Other high Government sources 
said that possible severance of dip- 
lomatic relations with Japan was 
being discussed. 

The Foreign Office official’s 
statement came after the For- 
eign Office had announced that 
Chinese troops south of Peiping 
had defeated the Japanese at 
two strategic points and captured 
Fengtai, Japanese field headquar- 
ters five miles west of Peiping. 

The Foreign Offices spokesman 
said there was no question of a 
formal declaration of war as “legal 
warfare is impossible since the Kel- 
logg pact.” 

“But actual hostilities will be on 
a major scale,” he added, “and en- 
compass all of China. It will not 
be the case of some Chinese 
soldiers in North China fighting 
the Japanese, but instead will be all 
of China against Japan.” 

He said the Nanking Government 
expected “trouble to come to Cen- 
tral and South China.” 

Peace Eftorts Exhausted. 

“There is no longer any hesita- 
tion in China’s foreign policy,” he 


said. “Our efforts toward peace 
have been exhausted. With reluc- 
tance we accept the issue to battle 
and once fighting begins we never 
surrender. 

“Our previous policy of non-re- 
sistance has gained us only the 
empty support of world powers, 
but has enabled Japan to slice off 
portions of our territory and en- 
trench her troops in military posi- 
tions from which it is difficult to 
dislodge them. 

“Our internal reconstruction ef- 
forts have been handicapped and 
overshadowed by military necessi- 
ties. The former must await the 
outcome of our anti-Japanese de- 
fense measures.” 


He said China was apprehensive 
about the application of the United 
States neutrality policy while ap- 
preciating the American desire to 
remain impartial. 

“China fears an indiscriminate 
treatment of China and Japan 
would react favorably to the aggres- 
sor, who is superior in material 
strength,” the spokesman said. “Al- 
leged impartiality by America 
would be partiality in reality of 
the most disastrous kind. China 
would be constrained to view ap- 
plication of American neutrality 
legislation to the Chinese-Japanese 
hostilities as a distinctly unfriend- 
ly act.”

Strength of Rival Forces. 

The present Japanese force in 
North China is estimated at 20,000, 
most of them in the Tientsin unit, 
5000 at field headquarters at 
Fengtai and 500 comprising the nor- 
mal garrison within Peiping. 

The Chinese, foreign military 
sources said, have about 17 divi- 
sions in Hopeh province, number- 
ing 150,000 men. This estimate in- 
cludes 50,000 in the Chinese 29th 
Army. Ten thousand are thought 
to be in the vicinity of Tientsin, 
5000 in the Peiping area, and the 
rest at Paotingfu, 85 miles south 
of the battle zone. 

The Japanese took action six 
hours before their ultimatum to 
Chinese troops to withdraw had 
expired—noon had been set as the 
deadline. 


U. S. Marine Wounded While Warn- 
ing American Citizens.

FARLEY WAVES OLIVE 
BRANCH AT SENATORS 


Acknowledges ‘“‘No Reprisals” 
Policy- Toward Court Bill 
Opposition in Speech. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SALEM, Ill, July 26—The “no 
reprisals” provision im the terms of 
President Roosevelt’s surrender on 
the Supreme Court issue was pub- 
licly ratified by Postmaster-General 
Democratic National Chairman 
Farley, when he said at a ‘Demo- 
cratic day” reunion here today that 
he anticipated working with the 
Democratic Senators who success- 
fully fought the White House court 
proposal. 

The announcement was in sharp 
contrast to Farley’s declaration at 
Chapel Hill, N. C., last March, when 
he asserted that support of the 
court plan “comes directly into the 
class of those matters to which 
party loyalty should be the guiding 
principle.” At that time he argued 
that the Democratic Senators who 
were opposing the President’s plans 
had “misread popular sentiment.” 

The speech today was an obvious 
attempt at reconciliation with those 
Senators Farley tried to intimidate 
last March. 

New Deal and the Party. 

The administration’s number one 
patronage dispenser insisted, how- 
ever, that the Rooseveltian New 
Deal typified the party principles 
and the party spirit and implied 
that he expected the Democratic 
Senate opposition to come back into 
the President’s camp. He spoke of 
the opposition in the present tense, 
thus leaving the unescapable infer- 
ence that the breach created by the 
court figth had not yet been closed. 

Commenting directly on ‘the bit- 
ter character of some of the 
speeches made in a recent contro- 
versy, Farley advised his listeners 
not to take charges too seriously 
because the “talk of a party split 
comes from the Republican side.’ 

Continuing on this theme, he 
said: 

“Earnest men in the heat of con- 
troversy are prone to exaggerate. 
If you believed half of what was 
said in the fury of debate, you 
would conclude that a majority of 
our public men ought to be in Al- 
catraz Prison instead of in office. 

“It is all part of our political 
habit, and while we give the au- 
thors of intemperate utterances 
credit for sincerity when they storm 
and rage and call names, we know 
from experience that the temper 
cools when the fight is over. 

“We know further, also from ex- 
perience, that no man or group in 
the Democratic party is stronger 
than that party. And I look to see 
even the fiercest among those in 
the opposition today fighting the 
Democratic battles of the future as 
vigorously as ever. I think they 
are making a mistake, and regret 
to see them in even temporary dis- 
cord with party principles and the 
party epirit. But, as I have fre- 
quently said, I have worked with 
these gentlemen before and antici- 
pate working with them again.” 

Still the Prophet. 

Two other points in the Farley 
address were noteworthy. Unde- 
terred by the fact that his repeated 
boasts that the court fight was “in 
the bag” for the President had been 
made ridiculous by the forced gsur- 
render to the Senate opposition, the 
National Chairman asked permis- 
sion to “embark again on that more 
or less perilous sea” of political 
prophecy. Herewith is his latest 
prediction: 

“I want to go on record now as 
telling you that both houses of 
Congress after the 1938 election will 
be just as staunchly Democratic as 
they are now. Our people are not 
forgetful. They know what the 
present administration has accom- 
plished, and they know that the fu- 
ture objectives are just as firmly 
based on the public welfare as the 
well-proved processes that have 
been put into operation during the 
past five years.” 
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JAPAN ANNOUNCES DECISION 
TO USE FORCE IN CHINA 


Been Compelled to 


Premier Tells Parliament Government Has 


Resort to Punitive 


Measures.

TOKIO, July 28.—Japan formally 
declared its intention today to re- 
sort to arms to punish China for 
repeated acts of provocation. 

The Chinese Government at Nan- 


king, Japanese dispatches declared, 
is believed to be ready to mobilize 
all China against Japan as a result 
of the fighting argund Peiping. Re- 
ports of the first successes of the 
Japanese army’s campaign reached 
here during a lengthy debate in 
Parliament on a $30,000,000 war ap- 
propriation. 

Rising from the seat where he 
had been listening, Premier Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye interrupted the 
session with a terse declaration 
that the Japanese Government had 
been forced to make up its mind 
to resort to arms to punish China. 

The cheering members of the 
House of Representatives immedi- 
ately passed the war finance 
measure. 

At a hastily summoned Cabinet 
meeting the Minister of War, Gen. 
Sugiyama, said that the Japanese 
army command in North China had 
been compelled to order out all its 
forces against the Chinese 29th 
Army in the Peiping area because 
it had refused a Japanese ultima- 
tum to throw down its arms. 


China’s “Challenging Attitude.” 

Last midnight the Japanese com- 
mander in North China at Tientsin 
informed Gen. Sung Cheh-Yuan, 
Governor of Hopeh and Chahar 
provinces and commander of the 
29th Chinese Army, he was taking 
free action against China “because 
of the challenging and deceptive 
attitude of the Chinese forces.” 

The Tientsin announcement was 
considered in some quarters here 
a virtual declaration of war against 
China. At dawn the attack com- 
menced, 

The Japanese Government imme- 
diately ordered its Ambassador to 
China, Shigeru Kawagoe, to return 
from Tientsin to the seat of the 
Chinese Government at Nanking. 

The Domei (Japanese) News 
Agency reported from Nanking that 
the Chinese Premier and army 


commander, Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, 
had ordered Gen. Sung to resist 
the Japanese army with all the 
strength at his disposal. 

Truce Thrice Broken. 

The Chinese Government was 
said to have given Sung assurance 
it would settle any situation that 
got beyond his control. The Chinese 
National Military Council, Domei re- 
ported, had abandoned hope of 
peace and had decided on mobiliza- 
tion. 

The use of aircraft was said to 
have been the deciding factor in 
the stiffening of China’s attitude.

Steadily Japan has increased its 
army in North China to protect 
what Tokio declares are preferen- 
tial economic rights. Determined 
anti-Japanese and Communist cam- 
paigns, Japan insists, have inter- 
fered with efforts to advance North 
China economically. 

Expulsion of the anti-Japanese 
elements of the 29th Army, Japan- 
ese now believe, is the only solution 
of the problem. 

The Foreign Office declared “the 
fate of Peiping depends entirely on 
the attitude of the Chinese troops 
there. The Japanese army intends 
to avoid extension of hostilities as 
far as possible. We have already 
provided for the protection of for- 
eigners in Peiping.” 

The Chinese Twenty-ninth Army 
commander, Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan, 
was reported by Domei not only to 
have refused to accept Japanese 
demands that he withdraw his 
troops from Hopeh Province but to 
have issued a circular telegram to 
the Chinese people which he called 
a declaration of war against Japan.

NOTHING DONE SO 
FAR TO ENFORCE 
SMOKE ORDINANCE 


Mayor Having Trouble 
Finding Commissioner to 
Direct Work—Engineers 
Shy at Task. 


Although the new smoke control 
ordinance, intended by the city ad- 
ministration to be a prime move in 
the abatement of smoke, was ap- 


proved by Mayor Dickmann Feb. 11, 
nothing has been done to put it 
into effect. 

There has been no enforcement 
of its provisions and the Commis- 
sioner of Smoke Regulation and his 
staff have not been appointed. A 
suit to enjoin the city from en- 
forcing the measure, filed in Fed- 
eral court May'29, was rejected by 
the court July 10. 

Difficulty in the selection of the 
Smoke Commissioner has been the 
principal reason for delay. Mayor 
Dickmann said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today, in response to in- 
quiry, that he had not decided on 
a man for this job, which will pay 
$6000 a year. 

It has become apparent to city of- 
ficials that engineers, who might 
have been expected to regard the 
place as attractive, were afraid of 
difficulties to be encountered in 
the attempt to get rid of the smoke 
pall. Some engineers have taken 
the attitude that it was work to 
make or break a man, depending on 
whether he succeeded or failed. 


Two Deciine Appointment. 

The Joint Council of Engineering 
Societies, acting on a request from 
the Mayor, recommended several 
men for consideration for the place 
as commissioner. At least two en- 
gineers have declined the appoint- 
ment. The name of one was not 
disclosed. The other was Raymond 
R. Tucker, Mayor Dickmann’s sec- 
retary. 

Tucker formerly was associate 
professor of mechanical engineer- 
ing at Washington University. He 
was a member of the group which 
drafted the smoke ordinance. There 
has been some talk at City Hall 
that the Mayor might renew his 
request for Tucker to take the new 
position. Since his present pay is 
$6000 a year, there would be no 
financial inducement for him to 
make the change, 

The commissioner would have 
charge of the enforcement of the 
numerous provisions of the ordi- 
nance and of educational activities 
to induce public co-operation. He 
must be an engineer, at least 35 
years old, “qualified by technical 
training and at least 10 years’ expe- 
rience in the theory and practice 
of construction or operation of fur- 
naces and combustion devices, or in 
the theory and practice of smoke 
abatement.” 

It was provided further that he 
must be “qualified by education 
and experience for conferring with 
and soliciting the co-operation of 
scientific, educational and _ civic 
organizations interested in smoke 
abatement.” 

Other Members of Staff. 

The deputy commissioner, who 
would be paid $4009 annually, must 
have similar qualifications. Inspec- 
tors—the men in the field—would 
have to be technically trained en- 
gineers, with at least five years’ ex- 
perience, and would be paid $1800 a 
year each. The number of inspec- 
tors was not specified in the smoke 
ordinance but the city budget for 
the fiscal year which began last 
April allowed for eight of them. 

Two stenographer-clerks and one 
clerk would be assigned to the com- 
missioner’s office. For the entire 
staff the budget appropriated $23,- 
833 for the last 10 months of the 
fiscal year. 

Inspectors would be in the civil 
service, subject to Efficiency Board 
examination. There has been no 
arrangement for such an examina- 
tion. 

An unsalaried appeal board of 
five members would act on appeals 
from rulings of the commissioner.

About Kansas City 


Lawyer Who Satirized Condi- 
tions Says Traffic Charges 
Are “Political Malice.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 28.— 
David M. Proctor, attorney and 
former State Senator, will appear in 
Northside Municipal Court tomor- 
row to answer to two traffic 
charges which he is vigorously con- 
testing, asserting they were actu- 
ated by “political malice” following 


publication of a book satirizing 
corrupt political conditions here. 

Proctor, who said he drove 28 
years without getting a ticket un- 
til recently, is charged with park- 
ing on Baltimore avenue during a 
prohibited period and parking 
cross the street in a forbidden zone, 
He told a reporter he had wit- 
nesses to disprove the first charge 
and that the second charge was 
“spurious.” He never parked a car 
in the place he is alleged to have 
parked it, he said, and the parking 
is alleged to have occurred during 
a period when he was on the way 
home after getting a ticket for the 
first offense. 


Proctor quoted the policeman 
who issued the ticket for parking 
during a prohibited period ag ob- 
serving to Proctor’s daughter, “T 
would take.it back but your Dad 
talked pretty rough about City 
Manager McElroy.” 

The warrants were served on him 
last Thursday, he said, as he was 
leaving City Hall after paying a 
fine on another traffic charge. The 
officer read the warrant relative 
to parking during a _ prohibited 
period but declined to read the oth- 
er, Proctor said. The offenses 
were alleged to have occurred May 
19. Proctor had ignored the ticket 
for parking during a prohibited 
period but no ticket had been issued 
for the other offense and Proctor 
said “it was just invented later” 
after his book, “False Faces on 
Quality Street,” appeared July 17. 

When he was served with the 
warrants, Proctor had just paid a 
$25 fine for failure to have a city 
driver’s license and a charge of 
careless driving against him had 
been dismissed. Both charges were 
entered the day before. 

Proctor, who said he had not ob- 
tained a license because he had 
been out of the city and his wife 
and daughter, who have licenses, 
had driven the car, excited the ar- 
resting officer’s ire by observing: 
“I wouldn’t contribute 50 cents to 
McElroy’s campagin fund.” 

He told a reporter, however, he 
would get a driver’s license, deem- 
ing the principle of requiring such 
licenses “a good one.” 


Stamp to Honor Hawaiian King. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—A new, 
three-cent stamp honoring Hawaii 
will carry a likeness of Kameha- 
meha I, first King of the Hawaiian 
Islands. “Kamehameha the Great” 
was born in 1736 and died in 1819 
after uniting the islands into one 
kingdom. Historians frequently re- 
fer to him as “The Napoleon of the 
Pacific.” 


Mayor Dickmann has not selected 
this board. 

A controversfal section of the 
smoke ordinance, providing for air 
or water washing of low-grade soft 
coal under two inches in diameter 
and hand-picking of larger sizes, 
went into effect technically July 1.

HISTORICAL SURVEY 


OF CITY RIVERFRONT 


National Park Service Man 
Begins Study for 
Memorial. 


An historical survey of the site 
of the proposed Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial on the river- 
front—a phase heretofore overshad- 
owed by litigation over acquisition 
of the site—is being undertaken by 
Dr. Thomas M. Pitkin of Oak Park, 
Ill, assistant historian of the Na- 
tional Park Service, which has gen- 
eral supervision of the memorial. 

Dr. Pitkin arrived yesterday and 
plans to spend the remainder of the 
week visiting the site and consult- 
ing local historical data on the riv- 
erfront district. He also plans to 
consult with McCune Gill and other 
authorities on early St. Louis his- 
tory. The data he gathers will be 
incorporated into a report, or, as he 
terms it, “a list of suggestions” for 
the study of other National Park 
Service officials and the advisory 
board of the service, which is ex- 
pected to meet here soon. 

A Comprehensive Research. 

“The suggestions I make in my 
report will be mostly what lines of 
historical research should be fol- 
lowed in development of the me- 
morial plan,” Dr. Pitkin said today, 
in discussing his work with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “I expect 
to make a study of all the historical 
data available here with a view to 
determining the relative historical 
importance of various locations or 
buildings within the site. How best 
to memorialize them will, of course, 
be determined later.” 

Dr. Pitkin and John L. Nagle, su- 
perintendent of the memorial, both 
emphasized that. the proposed me- 
morial will not simply be another 
memorial to Thomas Jefferson. Dr. 
Pitkin said the whole development 
of the western section of the United 
States, from the time of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, was associated with 
the riverfront section of St. Louis, 
and that this fact should be kept 
in mind in development of the me- 
morial plan. 

Visits Old Custom House, 

The riverfront district, Dr. Pit- 
kin said, appeared from his prelim- 
inary studies and inquiries to be 
rich in historical associations and 
to offer a “fascinating” field for 
research. He thought the old court- 
house at Broadway and Market 
street, bordering on the memorial 
site, should be included in the me- 
morial plan and some provision 
should be made for the old Custom 
House at Third and Olive streets. 

Nagle pointed out that one of the 
principal subjects to be memorial- 
ized would be the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, which he thought was signi- 
ficant in history because it was the 
acquisition of. a vast amount of 
territory without armed conflict. 

“We are not simply memorializ- 
ing statesmen or great generals,” 
said Nagle. “What we will attempt 
to do is to memoralize the entire 
West and the great movement to 
the Western’ states, one of the 
greatest developments in history, 


and one which is certainly associ- 


ated with St. Louis.”

house, ordered out the occupants, 
and set fire to the dwelling. 

In one section of Belfast posters 
announced a meeting of the illegal 
Irish Republican Army to protest 
against the King’s visit. Armored 
cars hurried to the scene of the 
proposed meeting, but no members 
of the organization appeared. 
Houses in the district were searched 
for weapons. Constables patrolled 
the area with rifles on their shoul- 
ders. Normally they do not carry 
arms. 


Autos Searched at Border. 


Free State police, rushed from 
Dublin to the frontier, searched all 
cars crossing the border. Hundreds 
of officers were on duty on both 
sides of the line. 

A series of arrests followed the 
outbreaks. Several members of the 
Republican Army were arrested in 
Belfast last night. Five men taken 
in custody on the highway between 
Londonderry and Omagh appeared 
in special court at Omagh and were 
held without bail on charges of act- 
ing in a manner prejudicial to 
peace. Police said they carried re- 
volvers and a wirecutter. 

The border outrages were be- 
lieved to have been planned to keep 
out thousands of persons loyal to 
the Crown who came from the Free 
State yesterday and today. 

After today’s bridge explosion at 
Mount Pleasant, near Dundalk, rail- 
way officers hastily dispatched 
crews to inspect all bridges in the 
border area, fearing other mines 
might have been laid. 

Hundreds of excursionists were 
held up at the scene of the dyna- 
miting, three miles from Dundalk 


in the direction of Belfast. A'|

Precaution at Prisons. 

Special precautions were taken in 
Belfast prisons to avoid any demon- 
stration by political prisoners. 

At Crossmaglen, in County Ar- 
magh, the border shelters of cus- 
toms officers were drenched with 
gasoline and fired. 

The border terrorism was on the 
greatest scale in many years. Armed 
men, using bicycles and automo- 
biles, rushed from one post to an- 
other, putting the torch to the small 
wooden structures. 

A County Fermanagh police pa- 
trol was held at bay in one attack 
while the raiders mined and blew 
up the British and Free State huts. 
A nearby dwelling caught fire from 
one explosion. 

Strong wooden barriers and 
thousands of police, standing shoul- 
der to shoulder, walled the 12-mile 
route of the procession of the King 
and Queen through Belfast. 

The city’s normal population of 
half a million was swollen by 250,- 
000 visitors for the coronation visit. 

Four thousand special policemen, 
drawn from other’ sections. of 
Northern Ireland, augmented the 
local forces. Airplanes were for- 
bidden to fly anywhere near the 
procession and newspaper camera-

Poison Found Also in Food 
Eaten by Other Diners 
Who Were Made Ill.

SALEM, Mo., July 28.—Arsenic if 
sufficient quantity to cause death 
was found ia an examination of the 
viscera of Cleve Mooney, farmer, 
who died July 14 after eating lunch 
at the home of neighbors, Mr. and 


Mrs. Ruby Jones. 

The Joneses and their hired man, 
John Sikes, who also partook of the 
food, have been under treatment for 
poisoning at Missourt Baptist Hos- 
pital, St. Louis. An analysis of con- 
tents of their stomach also had dis- 
closed traces of the poison. 

Announcement of the results of 
tests by Gradwoh] Laboratory in St. 
Louis was made today by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney B. G. Dilworth. Pend- 
ing an inquest to be held Monday, 
he said he would continue an in- 
vestigation in an effort to deter- 
mine the source of the poison and 
the manner in which it found its 
way into the Jones’ food. 

Thus far, he said, it has not been 
established that poison of any de- 
scription was kept at the house, or 
what particular article of food con- 
tained the arsenic. The diners be- 
came acutely nauseated after they 
had eaten. Shortly afterward a dog, 
cat and 52 chickens died. The food 
that remained was thrown away.

$800,000 of Inheritance Levy on 
Pittsburgh Banker’s Estate Al- 
ready Paid to State.

HARRISBURG, Pa., July 23.—A. 
H. Krekstein of the Department of 
Revenue said today that Pennsyl- 
vania would collect $12,424,847 as its 
share of the Federal inheritance 
tax on the estate of Richard B. 

He said 
this sum represented 80 per cent of 
the amount the Federal Govern- 
ment received, and that $800,000 al- 
ready had been received by the 
State.

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Coolest July in 10 Years 
Indicates Mild Summer 


Chances Are Two-to-One That Present St. 
Louis Weather Will Continue Through 


August and 


September. 


If mathematical portents are to 
be trusted, St. Louis’ July weather, 
coolest in 10 years for that month, 
will continue in August and Sep- 
tember, bringing still an occasional 
tang of mountain air and the like- 
ness of northern greenery. 

In support of hope that blankets 
will be useful on some of the sum- 
mer’s remaining nights, Weather 
Bureau records for 100 years show 
that cooler Julys generally are fol- 
lowed by cooler Augusts and Sep- 
tembers. 

But Assistant Forecaster H. C. 
Gross, in charge of the bureau 
while Roscoe Nunn is on vacation, 
said today no accurate forecast 


could be made on that basis. He 
just shook his head and stood on 
the record, explaining that the 
trend of temperatures in any given 
season more likely than not would 
continue in the same tempo to the 
end. The record shows that 
chances for more of the present 
pleasant weather are about two to 
one. 

In refreshing contrast to the 
scorching days of last summer, hot- 
test on record, the mean (in the 
sense of average, not unkind) tem- 
perature for this month up to to- 
day was 79.6 degrees as compared 
with a mean of 87.4 last July and 
a mean of 82.6 for the nine Julys 
preceding this one. 

Hot ‘Days Are Few. 

As to heat the month began aus- 
piciously but soon warmed up, the 
temperature reaching a maximum 
of 91 degrees on the fourth and 
then passing 90 for five successive 
days. Again, beginning on _ the 
tenth, maximum thermometer read- 
ings were above 90 for six days in 
a row, with a high of 96 recorded 
on the 16th. Since then the tem- 
perature has exceeded 90 only once, 
when it reached 92 on the 24th. 

Although the weather has seemed 
to be of the summer-resort variety, 
possibly because of a somewhat 


lower-than-normal mean humidity 
or of the contrast of recent years, 
the mean temperature of 79.6 de- 
grees, oddly enough, is eight-tenths 
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of one degree above the normal 
mean for July. In other words, this 
July simply has got down close to 
the average for the month. 

This situation reminded the As- 
sistant Ferecaster of the Negro 
porter who told a traveler the aver- 
age charge for carrying luggage 
was 50 cents. The traveler thought 
the charge was high, but paid it, 
nevertheless. When the porter, 
gratified, exhibited surprise, the 
traveler asked whether he had mis- 
understood the average. “No, that’s 
right, Boss,” was the reply, “but 
you is the first one that’s got to 
the average.” 

Cloudy Days Are Ald. 

Contributing to Sst. Louisans’ 
sense of comfort this month was 
an unsually large number of 
cloudy or partly cloudy days. Of 
the first 22 days, all for which 
records are available so far, 
13 were cloudy or partly cloudy. 
Last summer, it will be re- 
called, a broiling sun built up high- 
er temperatures day after day, 
trees and shrubbery suffered, golf 
fairways were burnt down and peo- 
ple and flowers drooped. This 
month there have been thunder- 
showers on eight days, well spaced 
between the fourth and the twenty- 
fourth. 

Although rainfall for the mont 
has not been heavy—only 59 of one 
inch as compared with normal of 
2.98 inches—soaking spring rains 
brought moisture in the dried-out 
subsoil near normal. The early 
rains, Gross pointed out, were a 
great dispensation to farmers and 
gardeners, 

Contributing to St. Louisans’ 
sense of satisfaction has been the 
knowledge that some more north- 
ern sections of the country, ordi- 
narily cooler, have been warmer 
this season. 

And where, in passing, was Fore- 
caster Nunn spending his vaca- 
tion? Gross. was asked. “Mr, 
Nunn is at a lake resort in Michi- 
gan,” was the answer. 


ALUMINUM CO. WINS RIGHT 
TO APPEAL IN TRUST SUIT 


Procedure Would Involve Author- 
ity of Court in New York 
to Hear Case. 
By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—The 
Aluminum Co. of America won yes- 
terday the right to appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court from 
a ruling of a special expediting 
court permitting the Government 
to proceed in New York with its 
antitrust suit against the concern. 

The expediting court refused the 
company a supersedeas, however, 
which would stay proceedings in 
the New York Federal District 
Court until the Supreme Court 
acted on the appeal, 

Leon E. Hickman, counsel for the 
company, sought the supersedeas 
on the ground the company was 
taking an appeal immediately, thus 
signifying its intention to expedite 
the case as much as possible. 

The Government filed suit last 
April to dissolve the Aluminum Co., 
charging it violated the Sherman 
Antitrust Law. The special expe- 
diting court was set up to deter- 
mine jurisdiction.

Asks Foreign Office for 
Explanation of Situation, 
With Plea That It Not 
Get Out of Control.

TOKIO, July 28. United 
States Ambassador Joseph C. Grew 
appealed to Japan today to prevent 
the spread of the North China con- 
flict between the Japanese and 
Chinese armies. 

Grew called on Foreign Minister 
Koki Hirota and requested an ex- 
planation of the situation in the 
Peiping area where heavy fight- 
ing started just before dawn. 

After his visit, the Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman said Grew had 
joined with the British Ambas- 
sador in an appeal to the Govern- 
ment not to let the situation get 
out of hand. 

Ambassador Grew requested 
Hirota to exercise great care that 
the American Embassy in Peiping 
did not fall in the war zone and 
that American lives and property 
were not endangered. 

Hirota assured the diplomat that 
the Japanese army would leave 
nothing undone to protect Amer- 
icans and other foreigners and 
added that Japan had not yet aban- 
doned hope of an amicable settle- 
ment of the situation.

County Committee Repudiates 
Bailey Nomination, Calls 
for Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 28.— 
Factional. differences within the 
Democratic party in Arkansas over 
selection of a nominee for the Unit- 
ed States Senate seat made vacant 
by the death of Joseph T. Robin- 
son has become an open breach. 

Repudiating the action of the 
State Democratic Committee in 
nominating Gov. Carl E. Bailey 
without ordering a party primary, 
the Saline County Committee is- 
sued a call yesterday for a State 
Democratic convention to make a 
nomination at Little Rock Aug. 9. 

“There is a deep resentment 
throughout the State,” said a unan- 
imously adopted resolution, “over 
the autocratic and undemocratic 
action of the State committee in 
rejecting county petitions for a 
primary.” 

The Saline committee also 
charged Gov. Bailey, “after de- 
nouncing committee nominations 
time after time, has forced his own 
nomination at the hands of _ the 
State committee composed largely 
of appointees and employes of the 
State.” 

June P. Wooten, State Democrat- 
ic chairman, said that county com- 
mittees were without authority to 
call a State convention, that such a 
call violated party rules and sub- 
jected participants to expulsion. 

Meanwhile, two Democrats an- 
nounced they would run as inde- 
pendents against the Governor in 
the special election which prob- 
ably will be set for Sept. 14.

HE KILLED FARMER 


Shot Man at Window Because 
His Wife Had Left 
Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KAHOKA, Mo., July 28. — Matt 
Toops, 46 years old, is charged in 
a warrant issued yesterday with the 
murder of his brother-in-law, Elmer 
Lee, 65, a farmer with a shotgun 
as Lee sat at a kitchen window at 
his farm home near Luray last 
Sunday. 

Prosecuting Attorney Joseph L. 
Gutting announced that Toops con- 
fessed that he fired the shot in a 
fit of anger because his wife, Cora, 
had left him and was staying at the 
home of her brother. 

Toops and his wife have had trou- 
ble before, with separations and 
reconciliations. They quarreled 
Saturday and Mrs. Toops left home 
and went to the home of her broth- 
er, three or four miles away, in- 
tending to file suit for separate 
maintenance, She had gone to bed 
and Lee was sitting at the kitchen 
window, when a shot was fired 
from the outside. which mortally 
wounded Lee. Mrs. Toops ran to 
summon neighbors and a doctor. 
Lee died without making a state- 
ment, 

Toops was brought in from his 
home for questioning and Monday 
night, without much urging, he said 
that after his wife left he brooded 
over his troubles until he took his 
shotgun and went to Lee’s home. He 
was so angry, he said, that he did 
not know what he was doing and 
he could not tell why he wanted to 
shoot Lee. 

Five years ago Toops suffered a 
head injury which, it is said, af- 
fected his mind at the time, and 
he has had recurrences of mental 
ailment. He was taken for safe 
keeping to the Scotland County jail 
at Memphis. A preliminary hearing 
will be held here next week, but 
Toops says he will waive it.

Permanent Injunction Stops En- 
forcement of New 
Ordinance. 

& permanent injunction prohibit- 


ing the City of Glendale from en-

Explaining he always was ready 
to investigate anything harmful to 
baseball, Landis said he would not 
pry into how players spend their 
money unless the method of spend- 
ing would affect the game itself. 

The commissioner said he had no 
evidence Hornsby had bet on any- 
thing but the horses. That, he said, 
affected the Rajah’s bank roll, but 


not his baseball ability. He ex- 
plained: 

“I am constantly looking out for 
the welfare of baseball. That is 
part of my job. Anytime that any- 
one has any information that is of 
importance to this office, I am al- 
ways glad to receive it. That is ex- 
actly how the situation stands at 
this time.” 

President William Harridge of 
the American League added that 
his organization was not interested 
in delving into Hornsby’s private 


affairs.

Sian Adventures in Book 


Diaries of Generalissmo and His Wife Give 
Western World Insight Into 
Curious Rebellion. 


~~

The rebellion of the Chinese 
Army at Sian in December last 
year and the imprisonment of Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek, the head of the 
Nanking Government, is no longer 
new and no longer even a mystery. 
Yet the story of that fortnight is 
zo curious that it has lost little of 
its interest, especially when retold 


by two of the principals concerned. 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek and his 
wife, Mei-ling Soong Chiang, have 
now published their own account 
of the rebellion in “Sian: A Coup 
d’Etat,” of which the first half con- 
sists of a straightforward account 
by Mme. Chiang and the second 
half of the Generalissimo’s own 
diary during that period. 

Neither, of course, are impartial; 
both, one may suspect, were writ- 
ten, or at least revised, after the 
event. But when one has allowed 
for this natural bias the book re- 
mains a document of absorbing in- 
terest and surprising honesty. 

Suspected United Front. 

On Dec. 4, Gen, Chiang Kai-shek 
arrived at Sian, the headquarters 
of the army of Chang Hsuebh-liang 
in the northwest of China, on a 
visit of inspection. He had long 
suspected that this army, which had 
been driven out of Manchuria by 
the Japanese, was not fulfilling ite 
appointed task of suppressing the 
Communist armies in the north- 
western provinces. Instead it had 
shown a strong inclination to co- 
operate with the Communists and 
their policy of a united front 

Japan. ‘ 

Confident, however, that ~ his 
presence would alone be enough to 
bring the wayward commanders to 
heel, Gen. Chiang only took with 
him a small personal bodyguard. 
And, indeed, the first few days of 
his stay in Sian seemed to justify 
this confidence. 

Shots Tell Him of Revolt. 

But on the night of Dec. 11 the 
first symptoms of trouble became 
apparent. Chiang had invited three 
of the highest commanders to din- 
ner to discuss the situation, and 
two of them did not come. 

Chiang went to bed in a state of 
some anxiety. At 5:30 o’clock the 
following morning, when “dressing 
after my exercise,” the General 
heard the sound of rifle-shots out- 
side his headquarters. 

He sent one of his bodyguard to 
see what was happening, but the 
man did not return. He sent two 
more, but they did not come back 
either. Instead there were more 
rifle-shots, and “thereupon I felt 
that the ‘Northeastern’ troops (the 
name of Chang MHsueh-liang’s 
army) had revolted.” 

This suspicion was soon con- 
firmed, and at once the General 
decided to escape. Accompanied 
by two officers of his bodyguard, 
he left the house by the back door 
and escaped on to the snow-covered 
mountain behind. At the time Chi- 
ang believed the mutiny was only 
local and that if he could cross 
the mountain all would be well. 

I His Leg. 

Unfortunately, they had first to 
cross a 10-foot wall with a deep 
moat on the other side, and in do- 
ing so Chiang fell and strained his 
leg. For some minutes he could not 
even stand and could only walk 
with great difficulty and pain. They 
managed, however, to find some 
more of his bodyguard, who helped 
the General reach the top of the 
mountain. 

There they waited, only to hear 
firing on all sides and to realize that 
they were surrounded, Some of the 
bodyguard were actually hit, and 
seeing that escape was useless, 
Chiang started to walk down the 
hillside again alone, but fell ex- 
hausted into a small space in the 
rocks and lay there. It was still 
dark and bitterly cold. 

When daylight came the rebel 
troops began to search the moun- 
tain for the General, 

Captor Sheds Tears. 

_ “TY heard one of the mutinous sol- 
diers above the cave saying, ‘Here 
is a man in civilian dress: probably 
he is the Generalissimo.’ Another 
soldier said, ‘Let’s fire first.’ Stil] 
another said, ‘Don’t do that.’ I then 
raised my voice and said, ‘I am the 
Generalissimo. Don’t be disrespect- 
ful. If you regard me as your pris- 
oner, kill me, but don’t subject me 
to indignities.’ The mutineers said, 
‘We don’t dare.’ They fired three 
shots into the air and shouted, ‘The 
Generalissimo ig here!’ ” 

An officer came up and “knelt 
before me with tears in his eyes”: 
and at his request the General 
agreed to go down the mountain. 

Leaves One Tale Untold. 

The General does not mention the 
story of another eye-witness that 
in answer to his demand for a horse 
the officer said: “We have no 
horses, but I wil! GAalry you down 
on my back,” and that the General- 
issimo of the Chinese army was 
forced to climb on to the shoulders 
of his captor. 

At first, the General. his courace 
stiffened by righteous Sate on. 
fused to speak with the rebel com- 
manders. There was 
scene with Chang Hsueh-] 
tried to explain what 
but the General would not nego- 
tiate under threat of force.

“Chang remained silent for a 
long time and then said: ‘You, Gen- 
eralissimo, certainly have a very 
high character, but there is one 
defect—namely, that your thought 
is out of date and too much inclined 
to the Right.’ 1 asked him what 
he meant by ‘out of date’ and ‘in- 
clined to the Right.’ He seemed 
unable to reply, but after a while 
he said that the books I read were 
certainly out of date. ‘I don’t know 
how many new books you have 
read’ said I, ‘nor what you consider 
as modern. If you consider Karl 
Marx’s ‘Das Kapital’ or books on 
Communism modern, then you may 
ask me questions about them and 
I will discuss them with you in de- 
tail.’ ” 


But the General refused to dis- 
cuss the rebels’ proposals for an 
agreement with the Communists 
against Japan. 

As the time went on it became 
clear that the attempt to persuade 
the General by force had failed. 
Either they must kill him or re- 
lease him, and there were advocates 
for both courses. 


Chiang’s Wife Arrives. 

That the General was allowed to 
go free was partly due to the loyal- 
ty of Chang Hsueh-liang, whose 
strangely attractive personality 
stands out from the diary, but 
largely to the courage and skill of 
Mme, Chiang, who had managed 


to reach Sian with Mr. Donald, the | 


General’s Australian adviser after 
persuading the hotheads (and the 
ambitious) in the Nanking Govern- 
ment not to start a civil war. 
Aeroplanes had actually been 
sent to bomb Sian and only bad 
weather prevented their success and

Mme. Chiang arrived on Dec, 
22, and in his’ entry for that day 
the General wrote: 

“When I read the Old Testament 
this morning I happened to come 
across the saying that ‘Jehovah 
will now do a new thing, and that 
is, He will make a woman protect 
a man.’ When my wife arrived in 
the afternoon, it seemed that the 
word of God was to be carried out.” 

Reads Psalms to Him. 

Nevertheless his first words to 
her were: “Why have you come? 
You have walked into a tiger’s 
lair.” He was agitated and worn 
out by the strain of waiting, and 
to calm him, Mme. Chiang opened 
the Psalms and read to him until 
he drifted off into a quiet sleep. 

But although the General had 
made up his mind that he would 
be killed the advice of the moder- 
ates won the day. When at last the 
rebel commanders told him he could 
go, the General lectured them, sit- 
ting on his bed, on the importance 
of national unity, whilé his wife 
took notes. On Dec. 26, they left 
Sian by aeroplane, accompanied by 
Chang Hsueh-liang, who insisted 
On coming with them. 

And thus, in an atmosphere of 
comedy, ended the fortnight during 
which the destiny of China had 
hung in the balance.

CHANGE OF HALF DEGREE 
CAN BE HEAT OR COLD WAVE 


Temperature Regulated So Closely 
in Experiment One-Five-Thou- 


sandths Degree Can Be Noted. 
By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, July 28.—A change of 
half a degree can be a heat wave or 
a cold snap in the new constant 
temperature room at an_ experi- 
mental laboratory. 

Inside the room are cabinets regu- 


lated so closely that the limit of 
temperature variance is five-thou- 
sandths of a degree. 

T. C. Powers designed the room 
and cabinets for a study of the 
sub-microscopic structure of con- 
crete, seeking to learn things about 


termined by ordinary means. Pow- 
ers is in charge of the experiments. 
Electric egg beaters, instead of 
concrete mixers, are used to pre- 
pare test specimens about the size 
of a stick of gum, he said. 


Inside the cabinets, a 22-foot glass 
coil acts as a thermostat. When 
the fluid in it moves one-sixty- 
fourth of an inch—noting one-thou- 
sandth of a degree of temperature 
centigrade—it closes a gap between 
two fine platinum wires and starts 
the super air-conditioning machin- 
ery. 

The tiny test pieces of cement

About them is circulated chemical- 
ly treated and filtered air of an ex- 
act moisture content. As the speci- 
mens absorb the moisture’ they 
grow heavier and extend the spring.

DEATHS IN MEXICAN QUAKE 
TOTAL 34; HUNDREDS HURT 


Two Thousand Homeless in Vera 
Cruz State—Many Houses 
Badly Damaged.

ORIZABA, Vera Cruz, Mexico, 
July 28.—Deaths in Sunday night’s 
earthquake are listed now at 34. 
Hundreds were injured. 

Rescue parties dug through ruins 
of homes and public buildings 
the states of Vera Cruz and | 
Puebla. | 

A survey of the stricken region, | 
extending fanwise to the northeast 
and southeast of Tehuacan, Puebla, 
showed widespread damage. 

Many houses, still standing, were 
rendered unsafe for occupancy be- 
cause of huge cracks in walls and 
weakened roof structures. Scores 
were forced to sleep in the open. 

At Maltrate, in Vera Cruz, the 
hardest hit of any town in the 
area, there were estimated to be 16 
dead. About 1000 persons were 
without shelter. A survey indicated 
that probably 1000 more were home- 
less in smaller towns around Mal- 
trate. 

Relief crews from Orizaba and 
Cordoba were caring for the in- 
jured.

Preservation of civil liberties, particularly the 
rights of labor, calls for complete independence of 
police officers and sheriff's deputies from outside 
domination. A scanning of recent labor troubles 
over the country shows numerous instances where 
police have yielded to the wishes of harassed em- 
ployers in disregard of the primary rights of private 
citizens. 

Any company or corporation has the unquestioned 
right to ask and receive the full protection of the 
constituted authorities. But when this is expanded 
to include the privilege of invading homes or board- 
ing houses without due warrant, of designating labor 
organizers or “agitators” to be thrown in jail or 
hounded out of town, of giving free meals or other 
favors to officers, or furnishing them with tear gas 
or other weapons, it comprises a definite threat to 
constitutional liberty. 

As for the granting of special police or deputy 
commissions to company employes, this should be 
discontinued altogether, except as it might apply 
to watchmen with authority to act on the company 
property only. Where such men are armed with gen- 
eral police authority, the temptation is irresistible 
for them to use it without regard for the rights of 
labor or of any private citizen whose ideas or inter- 
ests may conflict with those of the employer. 

A company deputy or policeman rarely considers 
his authority to end at the limits of the company 
property. Moreover, company officers are frequently 
encouraged in this view by the regular law-enforce- 
ment officers, with whom they form alliances and 
whose dismissed and discredited members they usu- 
ally absorb. Thus, they become the backbone of 
labor espionage and terrorism in the community. 

Company police have written some of the cruelest 
and most ruthless chapters in the nation’s industrial 
history. Yet we find testimony given, in this en- 
lightened day, before the National Labor Relations 
Board that it was a Republic Steel Corporation fore- 
man, armed with a special policeman’s commission, 
who gave the order that resulted in the killing of 
two steel strikers and the wounding of 14 others 
at Massillon, O., two weeks ago. 

Nor is this an isolated case. It has had its coun- 
terparts, in principle, at Chicago, Youngstown, Johns- 
town, Dearborn, Tampa and Gadsden, Ala. 

With a law that became effective only this month, 
Pennsylvania has put an end to its notorious iron 
and coal police. The law is a model other states 
should follow. As long as we have police who are 
courted and cajoled by corporations, or officers com- 
missioned and paid by corporations, we may expect 
the recurrence of such episodes as that at Massillon 
or the one at Chicago last Memorial day. 

Protect the factories and mills, by all means. But 
do it with men paid and directed by the constituted 
authorities. The practice of appointing private offi- 
cers with general police power, or of permitting pri- 
vate concerns to acquire undue influence with the 
regular police, is findamentally repugnant to and de- 
structive of the Bill of Rights. 
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UNNUMBERED HOUSES. 

St. Louis has 30,000 dwellings and other structures 
which lack proper street numbers, a survey made by 
W P A workers discloses. What this wholesale neg- 
lect has meant in time spent by persons searching for 
addresses, including firemen, police, delivery men, 
etc., it is impossible to compute. At any rate,,the 
situation is now to be remedied, for police have be- 
gun distributing notices calling on householders to 
put up the numerals, at both front and back, as re- 
quired by ordinance. The ordinance, incidentally, 
provides fines of from $5 to $50 for failure to comply. 
While numbers are being put up, it would be well 
for occupants to see that they are readily visible both 
by day and by night.. Visible house numbers elim- 
inate a nuisance both for persons seeking an address 
and for residents themselves. 
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SAFELY THROUGH THE QUESTIONNAIRE STAGE. 

The dreary consultations over the so-called non- 
intervention agreement, intended to “isolate” the 
Spanish war, have just had a narrow escape from 
falling into the moribund condition that may be 
called the questionnaire stage. Britain drew up a series 
of seven questions to be answered by the 26 other 
nations represented. The confused condition of the 
parleys and of the delegates was plainly visible in 


have been accepted or rejected:” Nothing daunted, the 
Italians drew up a counter-questionnaire, and their 
delegate made it clear “that Italy would answer only 


‘its own questions.” 


Foreign Secretary Eden once sent a questionnaire 
to Adolf Hitler, asking if Germany would conclude 
“general treaties,” and if so, if it would observe 
them. That bit of diplomatic-endeavor was launched 
May 8, 1936, or 14% months ago, and no response has 
ever been received. At that rate, how long would it 
have taken to get answers from 26 nations to the 
questionnaire on Spain and its shadow, the counter- 
questionnaire? Happily, that particular pitfall has 
been avoided. By an unparalleled burst of energy and 
perspicuity, the questionnaires have been junked and 
the conference has marched back to where it was a 
week ago. 

Meanwhile, the war in Spain rages on. Men by 
the hundreds are dying daily in the savage battles 
around Madrid, and air raids on defenseless civilians 
continue. Italian and German aid in the form of 
men and arms still pours in to the rebels. Britain’s

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THAT COLORADO SPRINGS CONFERENCE. 

A conference between the Governor of Missouri 
and a private citizen of the same State at Colorado 
Springs brings from each an important communique. 
The Governor says he will not reappoint Robert Em- 
met O’Malley, bosom friend of the private citizen, to 
the office of State Insurance Superintendent. But, 
presumably in deference to the private citizen, he will 
suffer O’Malley to remain in office until next July 1, 
on the condition of good behavior. The Governor 
also states that he declined to reappoint to the Kan- 
sas City Election Board two of the private citizen’s 
friends. 

It is now the latter’s turn to speak. He confirms 
the understanding about O’Malley, and adds the in- 
teresting detail that he is to submit three names, 
from Which he expects the Governor will appoint 
O’Malley’s successor. He also confirms the under- 
standing about Election Board members. “The Gov- 
ernor,” he goes on, “said he wanted to appoint a 
high-class Election Board and I told him he could 
select his own Democratic Election Commissioners 
and that they could not be too high-class for me.” 

Missourians no doubt regard with misgivings the 
decision to keep in office for nearly another year 
the man who engineered the “compromise” in the 
fire insurance rate cases, by which, after the State 
had won victories in a long series of court battles, 
excess insurance premiums collected by the com- 
panies were distributed 80-20, with the policyholders 
on the short end. There is no question, on the other 
hand, that the people of the State are cheered by 
the Governor’s expressed intention of appointing a 
Kansas City Election Board of the highest type. 

Regardless of one’s reaction to the results of the 
conference, however, what is to be thought of Tom 
Pendergast’s calm arrogance in the premises? He 
lost his desire for O’Malley’s reappointment, but says 
he will name O’Malley’s successor. He is willing for 
the Governor to appoint the kind of election offi- 
cials he chooses! Taking his slippered ease at Colo- 
rado Springs, Missouri’s political boss, though he 
holds no office and has no public responsibility, as- 
sumes the attitude of indulgent counselor of Missou- 
ri’s Governor. 

This is, of course, the practice of bossism, in Mis- 
souri as elsewhere. But usually it is done with due 
observance of the amenities and with no public avow- 
al of power. Missouri's boss does not deign to use 
the old artifices. 
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A NOTE ON “SPOTS.” 

President Joseph Clark of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union declares that organized labor is being 
“put on the spot” by its enemies in the hotel union 
situation here. Possibly so, we do not know. But 
the fact remains that the hotel employes’ union put 
itself on the spot first by letting the ex-convicts and 
racketeers get a foothold.

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Plight of the German Wage-Earner 


Average pay of German working man is $31.90 per month, lower than before Nazis 
took power, and rate is held stationary by law, says Chicago publisher after tour 
abroad; unions have been crushed and labor is forbidden to seek higher wages; 
once free and well-paid worker now is “a miserably paid serf of the Government.”

HOSE who find conditions in France 
Tlnsatistactory or unsettling should con- 
trast them with those in Germany. ' 
When the present Nazi Government came 
into power in January, 1933, it found Ger- 
man working men paid a scale of wages that 
marked the lowest point in the depression. 
In general, these same rates of pay—the de- 
pression low—are still maintained. In fact, 
it is illegal to pay more, but a lesser rate 
may be paid with the consent of the Gov- 
ernment. To prevent an increase in wages, 
a whole series of regulations has been is- 
sued, calculated to prevent a workman from 
leaving one job for another in order to earn 

more money in the new job. 

In an attempt to justify this, Dr. Robert 
Ley, head of the Labor Front, told an audi- 
ence of Bavarian workmen in Munich: “Ger- 
many is entering on a period of severe 
material privation, and it will take us at 
least 20 years to regain our prosperity. It 
is more important to feed the souls of men 
than to fill their stomachs.” 

Assuming the wage level of 1928 to be 100 
per cent, the general average of wages 
paid hourly in 1932—before the advent of the 
Nazis—was 86.2 per cent. The general av- 
erage paid now is 83.5, although wages all 
over the rest of the world have gone up! 
Measured in cents per hour, German skilled 
workers were paid 20.4 cents in 1932 and 
now are paid 19.5. Unskilled labor was paid 
16.1 cents in 1932. It is paid 15.5 now. 

. * 7 

To bring home to American readers the 
actual wage conditions in Nazi Germany, I 
am going to take the case of a typical lino- 
type operator. The figures I quote are from 
official records. 

We will assume that the family consists of 
a man, his wife, a boy aged 12, a girl of 7 
and an 18-month-old baby. The operator's 
earnings hourly are 23% cents, which gives 
him a weekly earning for a 40-hour week of 
$10.47, a monthly wage of $45 and an 
annual income of $540. 

Deductions and compulsory contributions 
weekly are: taxes and insurance, $1.38: dues 
to the Labor Front, 15 cents; contribution to 
the winter relief fund, 6 cents; miscellaneous 
(air defense levy, radio in shop, party col- 
lections, etc.), 31 cents; total deductions, 
$1.91; balance weekly, $8.56. 

Out of his annual income of $441.80, he 
must pay his living expenses, which divide 
themselves as follows: rent, $57.71: light 
and heat, $20.70; food, $244.06; clothing, 
$56.83; miscellaneous, including transport, 
washing, furniture, education and amuse- 
ment, $61.26. This makes a total of $440.56 
out of $441.80. He has $1.24 left to do with 
as he will in the course of a year! 

Now, to keep within this budget, he must 
house his family in two rooms, kitchen and 
toilet, in an old building. There is no bath. 

For heat, this budget will provide 85 kilos 
of hard coal, 12 CMB of gas and 4.4 KWH 
of electricity. For food for the family, this 
budget will buy weekly 18.7 pounds of bread, 
‘9 of a pound of sugar, 22 pounds of pota- 
toes, 5.5 pounds of fresh vegetables, 5 pounds 
of meat and sausage, 8.5 quarts of milk, 
3 pounds of butter, seven eggs, one pound 
of coffee and 1.5 quarts of beer. For cloth- 
ing, he can spend in a year $56.83. 

For miscellaneous expenditure, he has left 
$5.10, and from this he must pay for furni- 


ture and repairs, bathing (two baths at the 
municipal baths monthly for the whole fam- 
ily), education, recreation, street car trans- 
portation or a bicycle to ride to and from 
work. 

It must not be overlooked that the case 
I have cited is that of a highly skilled 
worker. He received $45 monthly. Accord- 
ing to the Reich Statistical Office, a Gov- 
ernment source, the average monthly earn- 
ings of German laboring men in 1936 were 
only $31.90, approximately one-third less 
than the linotype operator cited. Accord- 
ingly, the sample budget must be reduced 
by one-third if the average is sought.

Meager as are the material comforts of 
the German worker under Nazi domination, 
his individual rights as a worker are less. 
For they are substantially non-existent. 
When the Nazis assumed control, they sup- 
pressed the former unions, took over their 
assets and set up the Labor Front in their 
stead. Members of unions automatically be- 
came members of the Labor Front (except 
for Jews and elements reputed hostile to the 
state). 

Anyone who withdrew from the Labor 
Front thereby automatically lost all his ben- 
efits, such as insurance and other payments 
due him from the unions. Also, it became 
increasingly difficult for non-members to 
secure employment. Starvation was the al- 
ternative to submission. 

In actual effect, membership in the Labor 
Front is compulsory, and the Labor Front is 
completely controlled by politicians of the 
Nazi regime. 

The status of the German worker, once a 
free, highly intelligent, well-paid and self- 
respecting member of society, is that of a 
miserably paid wage serf of the Government.

and ugly, repellent and deformed.” But in 
both cases, the most violent critics, “almost 
without exception, have not even seen the 
work they are denouncing—a circumstance 
which they have not for a moment allowed 
to interfere with the freedom of their ex- 
pression. 

Mr. Milles probably foresees that, like Mr. 
Benton, he will have the last laugh, as St, 
Louis discovers that it possesses in his foun- 
tain one of the most interesting works of 
art of this generation.

If the bill did really attempt to 
decide these questions, surely it 
ought at least to be thoroughly con- 
sidered by Congress and by the 
country at a time when men can 
give their attention to it. If what 
Senator Black says of his own bill 
were true, it would be little short 
of an outrage to think of passing 
it in a hurry at this session. 

If, on the other hand, the bill, as 
I believe, is nothing but another 
vast delegation of power to another 
presidential board, it certainly 
ought not to be passed until public 
opinion has had a chance to under- 
stand it. To pass it now would be, 
in effect, to give Mr. Roosevelt 
new, vast and undefined powers 
without letting the country realize 
what had been done.

E. J. Russell Led in Movement for 
Better Streets, Plazas, Sewers 
and Zoning.

ALASKAN PLATINUM 


~ BUILDING NEW TOWN 


Anchorage Banker Predicts 
“Tremendous” Production in 
100-Square-Mile Area. 


By the Associated Press. 

PLATINUM, Alaska, July 28— 
Platinum has built a bustling town 
of tents and log buildings on this 


bleak stretch of Alaskan seacoast 
and its mounting production 
brought predictions today it soon 
would become the center of one 
of the world’s richest fields. 

E. A. Rasmunson, president of 
the Bank of Alaska at Anchorage, 
said he believed there would be a 
“tremendous” production of plat- 
inum by 1939. He made his predic- 
tion after’ surveying the hastily 
built city and the 100-square-mile 
area ,of claims yielding an ever- 
increasing volume of the precious 
metal. 

In 1934 the Alaska production, as 
reported by the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines, was worth only $84,- 
600. It jumped to $264,000 in 1935 
and to $312,000 in 1936. Much of 
the 1936 yield came from the new 
field. At the currént value of $50 
an ounce, the unofficially estimat- 
ed world production last year was 
326,000 ounces, or $16,800,000. 

In addition to its platinum yield, 
the barren seacoast area also has 
been producing worthy yields of 
placer gold, 

The Goodnews Bay Co., which ob- 
tained a $550,000 RFC loan, is 
bringing its dredge equipment here 
on the freighter Latouche. 

Airplanes, only quick transporta- 
tion in this country of no roads, 
have brought in heavy equipment 
as well as scores of stampeders. 

Before Capt. Peter Wold estab- 
lished a trading post here four 
years ago, there was nothing ex- 
cept seacoast. Now the swiftly 
growing town of tents, frame and 
log buildings has a rutted, muddy 
main street ostentatiously named 
“Platinum boulevard.” Even the 
townsite is staked as mining 
claims. 

Every few days word of a new 
“strike” starts a rush. Reports of 
a find near Cape Peirce sent pros- 
pectors there in boats, airplanes 
and on foot. But some mining men, 
advising fortune seekers to stay 
away, say no important new finds 
have been made this year. 

The town of Platinum is no pleas- 
ure resort. The wind blows hard 
and almost continuously. Only com- 
munication is by radio. And pros- 
pectors say that in 1934 the camp 
had only three rainless days.

ECYPT TO INVEST KING |House Committee Broadens 
IN SIMPLE CEREMONY 


Cairo Disappointed Because 
Farouk Refused Elaborate 
Religious Ritual. 


CAIRO, Egypt,’ July 28. — King 
Farouk I will be invested as ruler 
of Egypt tomorrow in a ceremony 
devoid of elaborate ritual. Aban- 


donment of plans to mark the 

event with Oriental religious cere- 

mony has caused much disappoint- 
ment here. 

Farouk, in fact, will not be 
crowned at all, but will take an 
oath. The ceremony is set for to- 
morrow because on that day Fa- 
rouk attains his legal majority— 
the age of 18. 

Many Egyptians, impressed by 
the British coronation, have _ ex- 
pressed regret that there is to be 
no religious ceremony. Because 
Egypt has been 2 conquered coun- 
try for thousands of years and be- 
cause the late King Fuad I himself 
succeeded nis brother in 1917 only 
as Sultan, they would have liked 
to inaugurate the new era of inde- 
pendent monarchy with suitable dis- 
play. 

Three reasons were given for 
eliminating the religious ceremony 
which was to have taken place in 
El Rifai Mosque and in which the 
sword of Mohamed Ali the Great 
was to have been girded on the 
King by Sheikh Moustafa El] Ma- 
raghi, leader of Egyptian Moslems, 
who once studied at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

King Farouk himself was under- 
stood to have insisted that an 
elaborate ritual would be out of 
place in Cairo. There is no crown 
of Egypt and no precedent for a 
coronation, since Farouk is the 
first Egyptian ruler to succeed as 
King since the Mamelukes of 400 

ago. 

Political leaders saw another ob- 
jection. Sheikh Moustafa, leader 
of Moslem thought and rector of 
El Azhar Arabic University, hith- 
erto has had no political power. 

“Give him the right to ‘anoint 
and crown’ our King and we shall 
have him meddling in affairs of 
state,” they said, in effect. 

The third reason was the heat of 
July, when the average tempera- 
ture igs around 95 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the shade, and the strain 
it might impose on aged notables 
taking part in prolonged ceremo- 
nies. 

The ceremony, as planned now, 
will be merely an investiture. Fa- 
ruok will drive to Parliament, 
‘where, seated on his throne, he will 
take the oath before the members 
to “respect and obey the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the Egyptian peo- 
' ple, maintain my country’s inde- 
pendence and to defend its territory 
against any aggression.” 

A review of 15,000 Egyptian 
troops and assumption by the King 
of the rank of Field Marshal as 
supreme commander of the army, 
will follow the investiture. 


FARMER SHOT TO DEATH 
AFTER CATCHING PROWLER 


Man in Auto Fires When His Com- 
panion Is Caught Near 
Parsons, Kan. 

PARSONS, Kan., July 28.—Frank 
Metcalf, Neosho County farmer, 
was shot fatally early Tuesday in an 
encounter with prowlers on one of 
his farms. Ray Neville, one of 
Metcalf’s tenants, told the Sheriff 
the farmer was shot after they sur- 
prised two men at the unoccupied 
farm house. Metcalf, wounded in 
the right side, died about two hours 
after the shooting. 

Neville said he and Metcalf were 
watching for turkey and hog 
thieves. Shortly after midnight, 
Neville said, he halted one of two 
men who had walked from the 
road leaving two motor cars. The 
other man fled. 

Neville said Metcalf ran to the 
road and he followed, marching the 
prowler in front of him at the 
point of a shotgun. 

As Metcalf reached one of the 
motor cars, Neville related, a man 
fired after three commands tc 
“hold ‘em up.” 

The tenant said he complied and 
the men fled, taking both motor 
cars. He expressed the belief Met- 
calf did not hear the commands be- 
cause of deafness. 


EXPERTS PREDICT LAMB CROP 
OF 30,712,000 FOR 1937 


2 Per Cent Increase Over 1932-33 
Average Forecast by U. S. 
Agriculture Department. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 28. — The 
Agriculture Department forecast to- 
day a 30,712,000 lamb crop for 1937. 
The figure represents an increase 
of about 2 per cent over the 1931-35 
average. It was 267,000 head fewer 
than the 1936 prodction, the de- 
crease being principally in Western 
sheep states. 

The decline from last year was 
due, the department said, to 
smaller number of breeding ewes. 
The number of lambs saved per 100 
ewes was the same for the two 
years. The native lamb crop this 
year was estimated at 11,285,000 
than the 1936 crop, and was the 
largest in recent years. The esti- 
mate for Western sheep states was 
19,427,000 head, 3 per cent smaller 
than the 1936 crop, but arger than 
for any other year since 1931. 

The number of breeding ewes on

than a year earlier and the number 
of lambs saved decrease from 797 
per 100 ewes in 1936 to 77.5 in 193”.

SECRETARY OF WAR WOODRING 
APPROVES RIVER PROJECTS 


Department to Spend $25,951,230 on 
Dam and Open Channel 
Work. 

WASHINGTON, July 28. — The 
War Department announced today 
that Secretary Woodring had ap- 
proved $25,951,230 in annual main- 
tenance allotments for several 
hundred rivers and harbors proj- 
ects throughout the country. 

The funds were provided in the 
annual War Department non-mili- 
tary supply bill. 

The allotments involve no new 
projects. They are upkeep of those 
already in operation. 

The largest single allotment was 
$2,218,470 for lock and dam con- 
struction on the Ohio River.

The meeting authorized appoint- 
ment of the committee which is to 
call on the President.

Committee Deadlocked. 

The House rules committee has 
been deadlocked on the bill. Since 
it is revenue legislation, involving 
an excise tax of 50 cents per 100 
pounds on sugar, the House must 
act first. 

The sugar control bill would dis- 
place the 1934 Jones-Costigan Act 
which undertakes to balance Ameri- 
can supply and demand by means 
of marketing quotas for western 
and southern producers, and for 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, the Philip- 
pines, Cuba and the Virgin Is- 
lands. The act expires this year. 
The new proposal would extend the 
quotas and present limitations on 
refining in Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico, and would revive the excise 
tax and benefit payments to pro- 
ducers which the Supreme Court 
invalidated in its A A A decision. 

Some Senators said Louisiana and 
Florida Senators were at odds over 
the quota assigned to Florida.

WAGNER NAMED AS KILLER 
OF ALTON OFFICER AT INQUEST 


Coroner’s Jury Recommends He 
Be Held Without Bond if 
Apprehended. 


Clyde Wagner of Alton was 
named as the killer of Patrolman 
Addis Miller in a verdict by a Coro- 
ner’s jury which last night held an 
inquest into the fatal shooting of 


the patrolman outside the Alton 
City Hall in a pistol fight last 
Thursday. The jury recommended 
that Wagner, if apprehended, be 
held without bond for the Madison 
County grand jury. 

There were no witnesses at the 
inquest, but several statements 
were read to the jury. Chief among 
them was one by Vincent Wheeler, 
an Alton foundry worker, stating 
that Wagner came to his place of 
employment about two hours after 
the shooting and told him, “I just 
shot a cop.” 

Miller was killed as he stepped 
from an automobile with a man he 
had apparently arrested. A radio 
call asking the arrest of Wagner for 
questioning in a robbery had gone 
out a short time before, and the 
automobile bore license plates 
which had been issued to Wagner. 
The Alton Police Pension Board 
yesterday posted a $100 reward for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the murderer.

AUTO CLUB SUPPORTS VOTE 
ON GASOLINE TAX INCREASE 


Will Circulate Referendum Peti- 
tions on Levy of Three 
Cents a Gallon. 


The Automobile Club of Missouri 
will support the proposed referen- 
dum on the increase in the State 
gasoline tax from two to. three 
cents a gallon, President Roy F. 
Britton said today in announcing 
the club would circulate referen- 
dum petitions of the Gasoline Tax 
Referendum Committee at club of- 
fices and garages affiliated with it. 
The increase is scheduled to take 
effect Dec. 8, 1938. 

In announcing support of the 
referendum, which would enable 
voters to approve or reject the in- 
crease at the general election of 
Nov. 8, 1938, the club’s Board of 
Governors said no additional taxes 
were needed to complete the 10- 
year road program approved by 
voters in 1928. Motorists already 


were overburdened by taxes, said | 


the board, which added that the 
average car Owner was paying in 
special taxes an amount equal to 
the Federal tax on an income of 
$6000 a year. 

“One of the most important ques- 
tions being studied in the highway 
planning survey,” the board said, 
“is economic waste of taxpayers’ 
money by overlapping and independ- 
ent road-building units in many 
counties. We will co-operate fully 
with the State Highway Depart- 
ment, which has done a splendid 
job, but we will oppose any arbi- 
trary, unwarranted increase in 
taxes and any misuse of special 
tax levies on motorists.” 
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MASS PICKETING ENJOINED 
IN STRIKE AT SOUTH BEND, IND. 


U. S. Marshal Says He Was Twice 
Prevented From Escorting? Men 
Into Plant.

CHICAGO, July 28. — Strikers at 
the plant of the Bike-Web Manu- 
facturing Co., South Bend, _Ind., 
were restrained yesterday from 
mass picketing and violence, in a 
temporary injunction granted the 
company by United States District 
Judge Walter C. Lindley. A pre- 
liminary injunction had previously 
been granted. 

‘United States Marshal Al W. 
Hosinski testified pickets had twice 
massed before the gates, preventnig 
him from escorting workers into 
the plant.

union representatives had agreed 
at a recent conference to hold A 
collective bargaining election 
among workers in September.

The 
union, he said, had filed no com- 
plaint, but had filed a petition for 
a consent election.

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WITHOUT FOOD FOR 56 HOURS, 
MAN IS RESCUED FROM LEDGE 


Colorado Postoffice Superintendent 
Was Trapped in Mountains 
Within Sight of Water. 
GRAND JUNCTION, Colo., July 
28.—Valdemar Jessen told yester- 
day of his experience of awaiting 
death from thirst on a sun-blistered 
ledge which trapped him in sight 
of a sparkling stream, 2000 feet 

below. 

Jessen, Postoffice superintendent 
of mails here, was rescued from 
the tww-foot ledge Monday night 
an hour after he wrote what he 
believed would be his last diary 
entry: “This will be my tomb.” 

He had been without food and 
water 56 hours since becoming 
separated from two companions on 
the Colorado-Utah boundary. He 
said he wandered to a cliff top 
where he could see the lights of a 
ranch house below. He waited 
until daylight to start down, but 
30 feet down from the top found 
himself trapped. 

“All that day I looked down on 
the tantalizing water,” he said. “I 
yelled. No one heard me. It was 
torture.”

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Mussolini Superman Myth 
Part of His Stock-in-Trade 


British Writer Considers Italian Premier Ca- 


Lot of 


pable, But With Easier Task Than Is the 


Hitler. 


(From the Manchester Guardian.) 

Part of the art of dictatorship 
consists in creating the impression 
that the dictator alone, governs the 
country. In Italy every creditable 
act of government is ascribed to 
Mussolini. Indeed, nobody except 
the Duce, Count Ciano, and Starace, 
the Secretary of the Fascist party, 
receives much publicity. Starace is 


careful to describe most of his ac- 
tions as “by order of the Duce,” 
and even so his position is regarded 
as so precarious that he is thought 
to be the next person to be “pro- 
moted” to Libya or elsewhere in 
the “Empire.” 

This is, indeed, part of Mussolini’s 

technique. He has not to play off 
one lieutenant against another, as 
Hitler has. He will bear no Goring 
or Goebbels near the Palazzo Ve- 
nezia. By taking the credit for 
everything the Duce is able to main- 
tain his unique position, and be- 
cause he has that he can “promote” 
anybody who threatens to usurp 
part of the limelight. 
In consequence, it is by no means 
‘easy to determine how much of the 
process of government is carried 
lout by Mussolini himself. It is not 
leven easy to say how much work is 
done by a British Prime Minister, 
land Prime Ministers do not make 
‘it their business to take credit for 
| everything. That Mussolini works 
hard—far harder than Hitler—can- 
‘not be doubted. He has said that 
he works 12 or 14 hours a day; and 
probably he did not exaggerate. 

Government Not Complicated. 

The government of Italy and the 
“Empire” is not so complicated as 
the government of the British Em- 
pire. Moreover, a dictator has ad- 
vantages that a British Prime Min- 
ister does not possess. Mussolini 
has no House of Commons to man- 
‘age. For at least eight hours a day 
on at least half the days of the year 
a British Prime Minister has to be 
in or near the Palace of Westmins- 
‘ter, leading the House, listening to 
‘speeches, answering questions and 
criticisms. 
| The Fascist Chamber of Deputies 
‘is a place for complimentary 
speeches, It is in session for short 
periods only; and, in any case, once 
he has received its homage, Musso- | 
lini can leave it in charge of a/| 
Minister and a couple of Under Sec- 
retaries. While the Chamber was | 
sitting last time, for instance, the | 
Duce was receiving the Sword of 
Islam in the “Empire.” 

Also, because there are no elec- 
tions and no opposition, Mussolini 
has not to persuade by public | 
Speeches. He does not defend him- 
‘self because he is above criticism. 
He needs only to string together a 
few exhortations to heroism, a few 
words of praise to Fascist warriors, 
and a few slights to effete democra- 
cies which know no discipline. 

Many “Dignified Functions.” 

At the same time, while he has 
not to perform some of the most 
difficult and fatiguing functions of 
a British Prime Minister, he has 
others to fulfill. He is both Prime 
Minister and King of Italy. There 
is, of course, another King. Occa- 
sionally that other is permitted to 
put on a uniform and share the 
light that shines on his principal 
“subject,” but for the most part he 
lives his life in the bosom of his 
family. What Bagehot called the 
“dignified” functions of monarchy 
are performed by Mussolini. Once 
or twice a week he cuts a first sod, 
or lays a foundation stone, or opens 
an exhibition, or reviews troops, or 
visits public works. 

These are essential functions; for, 
their being no “politics” in the dem- 
ocratic sense, the Italian press can 
publish very little internal political 
news. Occasionally the Ministry of 
Propaganda produces a semi-tech- 
nical article; but for the most part 
the press must rely on the circuses 
provided by the armed forces and 
the party. These circuses have the 
additional advantage of permitting 
the ardent members of the party to 
show themselves in their uniforms. 

But apart from circuses the Duce 
has other functions of royalty. 
Every day he _ receives victorious 
generals, or heads of autonomous 
public authorities, or leading lights 
of provincial towns, or widows of 
deceased heroes, or professors eager 
to do homage (with an eye on the 
market) with their works of learn- 
ing. So Mussolini maintains con- 
tact with every shade of public life 
and indicates that he, and not his 
Ministers, governs Italy. 

Retains Four Ministers. 

All this is apart from the real 
work of government. Mussolini was 
at one time Minister for nearly 
everything. Some of his Ministries 
he has relinquished, but he intends 
to keep the armed forces and the 
police under his control, and he 
therefore retains the three Defense 
Ministries and the Ministry of the 
Interior. In addition, he may be de- 
scribed as the Cabinet. No impor- 
tant decision is taken and no im- 
portant appointment is made with- 
out his sanction. This does not 
mean, as the reader of the Italian 
press is left to infer, that policy is 
ormulated by the Duce. 

«Most questions of government in 

Jl countries come up from below. 
The permanent officials of the de- 
partments and of autonomous pub- 
lic authorities make suggestions for 
extending their sphere of action or 
modifying their system of adminis- 
tration. As far as can be judged, 
these come up to Mussolini in much 
the same way as they come up to 
‘the British Cabinet. The Cabinet 
has precise rules for securing that 
all proposals shall be submitted in 
‘memoranda, that they shall be pre- 
‘cisely formulated, and that as far 
‘as possible they shall be agreed 


with all departments concerned be- 
fore they are submitted. 

Whether such rules exist in Italy 
I do not know. It seems, however, 
that questions are normally brought 
up in this way. If a department or 
an autonomous authority, such as 
the Central Statistica] Institution, 
desires to extend its authority it 
will set out numerically in a mem- 
orandum the exact powers that it 
desires. Mussolini can then write 
over each proposal “Si” or “No,” 
as he thinks fit. 


This does not tell us how he de- 
cides “Si” or “No.” Here we go 
farther into the realm of conjecture. 
For the official version is, More or 
less, that the Duce is divinely in- 
spired. As ix all governmental sys- 
tems, there are certain general prin- 
ciples, often not expressed, by 
which any proposal can be judged. 
In Italy the most important of these 
is that Mussolini and all the Fas- 
cist hierarchy shall remain pre- 
dominant and their authority be 
unchallenged. This is, indeed, the 
only permanent principle. 


Fascist propagandists, and even 
many others, assert that totalitar- 
ian states can formulate general 
policies, and, unlike democratic 
Governments, see that they are car- 
ried out. There are no such deep 
principles in Italy; policies are de- 
termined from time to time accord- 
ing to the needs of the moment. 
Usually, like the principle of autar- 
chy formulated at the last meeting 
of the Fascist grand council, they 
are fairly obvious, and the formal- 
ity of a meeting of the council is 
required only for propaganda pur- 
poses. 

Collective Wisdom Available. 

Within the framework of these 
temporary principles, the depart- 
ments submit proposals much as the 
British departments submit pro- 
posals to the Cabinet. The collec- 
tive wisdom of the official hier- 
archy, such as it is, is available. 
The problems which Mussolini has 
to consider are fewer and less vari- 


i. 


ous than those submitted to the 
British Cabinet. 

Italy is, after all, a poor agricul- 
tural country with a small patch of 
Africa to manage. Moreover, what- 
ever Mussolini does is by reason of 
his control of propaganda, always 
right. In these respects he has an 
advantage over the British Prime 
Minister. The essential difference 
between the two is that, whereas 
Mussolini takes a decision after 
consulting his experts, his Minis- 
ters and if necessary, his Council of 
Ministers, the British Prime Minis- 
ter has to make up his mind in or- 
der to guide the Cabinet. 

The Duce may overrule his advis- 
ers as he did in respect of Abys- 
sinia; the British Cabinet may 
overrule the Prime Munister. In 
fact, however, both events are rare. 
Decisions in Italy, as in Great 
Britain are the product of collec- 
tive wisdom. 

The notion that Mussolini is a 
superman is thus quite false. His 
task is onerous enough, but it is no 
more onerous than that of a Brit- 
ish Prime Minister. The Duce is 
clever, especially at keeping up ap- 
pearances and keeping down pros- 
pective rivals. He obviously has 
greater control than Hitler has; but 
then, the proportion of able men 
about him is much smaller and the 
nation he governs much less intel- 
ligent. The Mea that he is one of 
the world’s wonders is the result of 
propaganda. He is an able states- 
man with a tough stomach and a 


tough hide.

“Six no trump was bid at three ta- 
bles, including mine. Two tables 
made six no trump, I made seven. 
When I was asked about it later I 
said ‘O, that wus a perfect double 
squeeze setup,’ just as though I 
were used to making such plays! 
They had tried the same thing, but 
played it slightly differently. 

“I don’t know that it made so 
much difference as to the order in 
which top cards are played, but ap- 
parently it does. The opening lead 
at all tables was the four of hearts. 
I won with the jack and led to the 
club king. The club that followed 
disclosed that the suit would not 
break. I then ran three rounds of 
diamonds, discarding a club from 
my Own hand, and followed with 
four rounds of spades. When I led 
the seven of spades the hands were 
as follows: 


“West had to guard clubs and, 
therefore threw the heart queen. 
Well, that was easy .o read, so I 
threw away dummy’s low club. East 
had to keep the diamopd, so let go 
ea low heart. A club to the queen 
then forced East to throw another 
heart and the last two tricks were 
mine with the ace and six of 
hearts. 

“At the other tables the play had 
gone the same except that three 
rounds of spades had been cashed 
before three rounds of diamonds. 
This left exactly the same four 
cards as above, except that the 
play now was in dummy instead 
of in the closed hand. As a re- 
sult East could not be squeezed. 
To cash the club queen would 
merely be giving up dummy’s 
last entry, whereas the actual] play 
of the ten of hearts did no good, 
either. East followed and the ace 
won. Now the seven of spades was 
valuable only for an actual trick, 
not for squeezing purposes. West 
let go a heart and so did Eas, 
since he still could hold the eight 
of hearts and ‘:n of diamonds. 
After that dummy’s club queen was 
the only trick declarer could make.

I am afraid this hand will be 
slightly involved for many readers, 
but the description is cid and 
should point out how one order 
of play works and the other fails. 
After West is discovered to hold 
the club stopper three diamonds 
should be run »efore the spade 
break is investigated. Presumably 
East will be found with the dia- 
mond stopper. That being so, the 
crux is that at the tenth trick de- 
clarer must be in his own haxnd in 
order to lead the card that begins 
the squeeze, namely, the fourth 
spade. Otherwise declarer’s one 
entry, the heart ace, is removed 
before double squeeze really be- 
gins to operate. 

My correspondent’s modesty ‘o 
be commended, but he either con- 
sciously or uncon-ciously play’ the 
hand very well.

OW many divorces did you 


H start today? 
How many innocent youngsters 
did you fire from their jobs? 

How many weaklings did you 
shove into their first crime? 

“What nonsense!” you cry. “I 
never did any of these awful things 
—no, not in my whole life!” Don’t 
be too sure! Chances are, you're 
responsible not only for these 
wretched acts but for scores more. 

Ever watch an avalanche start? 
High up on the peak a pebble 
moves—disturbs a bit of earth. The 
earth slides—dislodges a small boul- 
der. The boulder drops — carrying 
with it a mingled mass of gravel, 
shrubbery, dried branches. The 
moving mass goes faster—faster. 
A great tree, standing in its path, 
trembles—falls. With a long moan 
and screech, a mile of mountain- 
side gives way — down comes the 
avalanche! 

All because a pebble. disturbed 
a bit of earth! A careless pebble 
a careless word... they can 
both start avalanches, Did you ever 
try to trace just one of your im- 
pulsive acts .,. ever try to see 
where a frown or a tear may end?

OMETHING newer than mod- 
N ern, a refinement of modernistic

Of Education 
In Later Life

VERY once in a while some- 

body rises to say that children 

ought to be taught only useful 
knowledge, that is, taught the 
things they can use. It is silly 
to teach them to solve problems 
in arithmetic because they will 
never have use for them. It is 
wasteful to teach them to use 
color and line to express. their 
moods. It is idle to teach them 
world history when they know so 
little of their own. Why should 
a boy or girl learn to swim when 
there is no ocean handy? 
I always long to ask such peo- 
ple how they know that the child 
is not going to use this knowl- 
edge. Who knows where a child 
is going and what roads he will 
take to get there? Not I. Nor 
his parents. Nor his_ teachers. 
Nor anybody else. That secret is 
locked tightly in the bosom of 
Time, 


One day this past week four 
boys who were graduated from 
our school came in to visit me. 
They had grown into manhood 
and were at work in their chosen 
fields. One was a teacher of de- 
scriptive geometry in a_ college; | 
one was a grain broker; one was 
an artist engaged in painting 
murals in a big public building;

great power. “All of a sudden he 
began.”

Deaths Caused by Infected 
Foods Now Virtually 
Eliminated.

OT many years ago summer 

was a justly dreaded time for 

children. The record of our , 
grandfathers’ families showed that 
of 10 or 13 children who were born, 
more than two-thirds on the av- 
erage, were carried off before their | 
fifth year, usually in the summer, | 
from the dysenteries due to infect- 
ed foods, particularly milk. Today | 
our supervision of our milk supply 
is such that these tragedies have 
been almost eliminated.

In the delivery of clean milk te 
the infant, the housewife herself 
has some responsibility. Milk bot- 
tles left out on the doorstep toe 
long will exude milk through the . 
stopper, attracting insects, dogs 
and cats, thus contaminating the 
entire bottle. Dust and dirt col- > 
lect on the stoppers, and every bot- , 
tle top should be carefully washed | 
and wiped before and after the 
stopper is removed. 

Diarrheas in adults in the sum- 
mer time are almost invariably due 
to contaminated food, and meats, 
popular opinion to the contrary, are 
more likely to be infected than veg~ 
etables. Some of the most virulent | 
organisms do not produce any 
change in the odor of the food they 
contaminate. 

The treatment of summer diar- 
rhea, either in infant or adult, is 
largely dietary. A preliminary pe- 
riod of starvation is always advis- 
able. The administration of fluids, 
however, is important and should | 
be done by mouth. This is particw- ; 
larly true of infants after the star- 
vation period, which should last 12 
to 24 hours. The first food should 
be simple, such as warm weak tea, | 
broth, bouillon, buttermilk, lemon . 
ade. Ginger ale is always very ac- 
ceptable and apparently beneficial | 
It reduces nausea, as well as furnish. | 
ing considerable nutrition. Proteins, 
such as soft-boiled eggs and scraped | 
meat, are better tolerated than veg- | 
etables for several days. 

The diet should be increased a few 
items at a time, adding milk, cus. 
tards, soups, mashed potatoes, be- 
fore such roughage vegetables ag | 
bean, peas or lettuce, tomatoes, 
etc., are used. 

Drugs are not used very much. 
If there is discomfort, paregoric is 
valuable, and the dosage can be | 
adjusted very carefully, drop by | 
drop, to the requirements of the | 
case.
